We  had  it  especially 
designed  so  that  the  shoulder  darts  and  waistline  pleats  would  give  you  a  slim,  soft- 
fitting  line.  Furthermore,  this  one  basic  style  plus  the  stole  will  go  together  in  dozens 
of  wonderful  fabrics  for  all  types  of  occasions.  From  the  most  casual  street  dress  or 
comfortable  jumper,  to  the  most  dressed-up  look  for  evening,  you  can  vary  the 
mood  depending  upon  the  material  and  accessories  you  select.  On  the  opposite  page 
we  have  shown  three  interpretations  in  wool  and  rayon  print  jerseys.  To  send 
your  spirits  soaring  we  added  a  beautiful  pastel  white,  fringed  stole.

If  you  are  a  woman  with  a  figure  problem,  you  probalily  have  (liffieully  in  finding  a  size  to  fit  all  of 
your  measurements  perfectly.  Your  problem  is  real,  and  it  can  be  discouraging;  but  the  solution  is 
very  simple.  The  secret  lies  in  altering  the  paper  pattern  at  the  beginning;  by  following  a  few 
rules.  First,  the  pattern  must  be  purehased  according  to  your  bust  measurement,  regardless  of  irregu¬ 
larities  in  waist  or  hip.  Second,  when  selecting  a  pattern  consider  your  figure  type.  If  you  are  tall  and 
heavy,  choose  a  woman’s  size;  if  you  are  short  and  heavy,  pick  a  half-size  jiattern.  Third,  take 
your  own  measurements  in  a  dress  that  fits  widl  through  the  bodice  and  hips.  Fourth,  lay  the  pat-

(dever  designing,  she  believes, 
can  improve  the  proportions  of 
the  figure.  A  woman  should  de¬ 
cide  which  lines  are  good  for  her 
and  stick  with  them;  for  varia¬ 
tion  she  should  concentrate  on 
new  fabrics  and  colors,  on  small 
detailing,  on  smart  accessories.
